Mr. Meadc is understood to 


have left for Richmond last night 
following a conference with his 
clients, the Danville Warehouse 
Corporation

Warehouse Company Inc., who 
authorized him to proceed im- 
mediately with the task of bring- 
ing the issue before the highest 
court in Virginia. 


A bill setunp lorth, the allegi*- 


tions will be presented to one of 
the judges of the Supreme Court 
who wo*uld have the rielu to issue 
or refuwj to issue a restraining 
order. This uould remain in force 
until the Cooperative Marketing 
Association filed notice that they 
would beek the dissolution of the 
injunction and a date would be 
set for the appearance of counsel 
before the supreme court judge

same way that arguments were 
heard by Judge Withers for and 
against the ibsue. 
Danville 
auction 
warehousemen, 


who have fully digested the decision 
of .Fudge Withers refative to the dis- 
solution ol the. restraining jjrder_ eiu 
\ered againbt the Cooperative Market- 
ing Association, do not feel that the 
decision is as hostile to their inter- 
ests^ as appeared on the surface yes- 
terday. Discussions with warecouse- 
men Today reflected the general view- 
that while they had lost in their effort 
to suspend enforcement of the Vir- 
ginia marketing laws for the remain- 
der of the tobacco season they have 
-won in the sense that the inspectors 
of the Association are prohibited, un- 
der the ruling, from entering the auc- 
tion houses and inspecting the tickets. 
The cooperative marketing associa- 
tion officials are said to feel that 
•while they have obtained a legal vic- 
tory in the broader sense, the prohibi- 
tion of the right of inspectors to go 
freely about the auction warehouses Is 
-not altogether1 satisfactorily. 


If The Be» iif correctly informed, 


the Cooperative Marketing Association 
officials desired that the court main- 
tain the right of inspectors to visit 
the -floors where tobacco is displayed. 
in order that they might, in the event 
of finding the tobacco of a. contract- 
breaker, serve notice there and then 
on the auction warehouse ^manager 
that this was tobacco pledged to the 
pool and that he could not sell it. 
Under the court's ruling the inspectors 
are denied the right to do this and 
while they have free access to the 
tickets in the warehouse office, these 
will 'be available only after the sale 
is over and it will be impossible to do 
more than sue the delinquent con- 
tract signer for liquidated damages

Judge Withers in his decision yes- 


terday bore specifically on this point, 
declaring m his construction of the 
marketing law that it requires that 
tickets and cards placed on tobacco 
displayed for auction shall be for 
the period of 10 days after delivery 
of such tobacco be open to the insec- 
tion of any representative qf any pub- 
lic warehouse or Tobacco Growers 
Co-operative Marketing 
Association, 


during regular busincrs hours, and 
who shall have access to the place 
where the said cards or tickets are 
kept for the purpose of such inspec- 
tion. This gives the right of inspec- 
tion only of such cards or tickets 
and does not give the rigut of inspec- 
tion of the books or other private 
papers of said warehousemen nor does 
the representative of an independent 
warehouseman or Co-operative Mar- 
keting Association have any -rights on 
the sale floors of a warehouse but 
merely access to the place where 
said cards or tickets are kept for the 
purpose of such inspection which need 
not necesarily be at the warehouse. 


The Virginia marketing law does 


not specifically state at what hour 
the tickets shall be made available to 
the inspectors and at the Piedmont 
Warehouse this morning it was stat- 
ed by B. L. Belcher that the cards 
would be available for inspection af- 
ter the sale is over 
and 
that the 


strings of duplicate tickets on every 
pile of tobacco would be turned over 
o the inspectors for their use*in the 
office each day It was intimated to- 
day that under the law giving the 
warehouseman th" right to designate 
a place where the tickets should be 
filed the Danville "Warehouse Corp- 
oration probably would specify their 
headquarters office o^er the First Na- 
tional Bank for this purpose in wh:ch 
event the inspectors would not have 
the right to enter any of the six ware- 
houses operated bv that concern in 
an official capacity 


Harry Wooding. Jr.. attorney for

Present Parliament 
Ends 


Brief Career With Events 
of Far Reaching Import- 
ance—Much Speculation 


Is Seen.

LONDON, Nov. 15.— This is the 
last day of life for the present parll- 
ment.

Nov. 15.—The money 
America, Great Britain and Japan 
are spending for the completion ol 
auperdreadnoughts allowed under the 
Washington Conference is a wicked 
wanto of money.

Admiral Sir Percy Scott with whom

ventions, became adviser to the ad- 
miralty on gunnery matters, was 
made head of the anti-submarine de- 
partment, and^Just by the way of a 
little extra work, took charge of the 
defense of London from air attacks. 
Airplanes and Submarines. 
"The future," said Sir Percy to me, 


"is with aircraft and the submarines. 
The day of the swanking battleship 
is done. In your country, in Japan, 
and in mjne there are two classes of 
people who are especially fighting for 
battleships:

' "FIRST—Those 
-who 
make 
big 


money out of building them for the 
government,' or from supplying the 
materials. 
"SECOND—The senior officers in 


the navies. They know that if bat- 
tleships were definitely discarded and 
it navies simply consisted of fast de- 
stroyers, submarines and airplane 
carriers, there would be no room for 
a lot of SPnior officers 
They \vpuld 


be jobless. 


"There •vv'as a time when battle- 
ships could cruise all over the seas, 
destroying 
everything 
they 
met 


^smaller than themselves They could 
blockade an enemy's coast, "destroy 
coaling 
stations, 
bombard 
enemy- 


docks, towns and fortifications. 
"But, the last war showed the de- 


velopment of the submarine. 
And 
since the tvar ceased there has been 
a tremendous development of air- 
craft. - 


"The result of these new develpo- 


ments is that a battleship today is 
a liability rather tha,n an asset.

"You couldn't send your battleship 
fleet across the ocean against either 
us or Japan in case bf war and vice 
versa.

affirmation of faith" in the "virgin 
birth of Christ 
and 
the 
apostles' 


creed" has been made by the House 
of iSishops of the Protestant Episcop- 
al church in the United States. The 
pronouncement, adopted last night at 
a special meeting of the ^House of 
Bishops,' points out a distinction be- 
tween profession of belief In entire 
surrender to the truine God and be- 
lief in certain facts about the opera- 
tion of the Trinity. 


The House of Bishops emphatical- 


ly goes on record in a reaffirmation 
of belief in every assertion of thf 
apostles creed, making such belief 
and teaching obligatory upon "every 
deacon, priest 
or 
bishop" 
of the 


church. 
Laymen throughout the country pe- 
titioned the hou.>e that men in high 
places have brought confusion by ap- 
parent uncertainties of belief and had, 
asked for assurances concerning whaf 
were declared "^fundamentals of the 
Christian faith, the virgin birth, the 
incarnation and the bodily resurrec- 
tion of Christ 


The pronouncement v/as expected 


by those close to house members here 
today to terminate the controversial 
situation in which th eRev. Percy 
Stickney Grant, of New Tork, oc- 
cupied the central position before 
the spotlight of public and denomina- 
tional concern. 


"There is nothing new in the situa- 


tion anJ I have nothing to say," El- 
shop Wm. T. Manning, of New Tork, 
commended today when asked for a 
statement regarding his part in the 
controversy in which 
he 
and Dr. 


Grant have figured so prominently. 


The "reaffirmation 
of faith." 
is 


contained in a long statement signed 
by Bishops Arthur T. Hall, of Ver- 
mont. Joseph B. Cheshire, of North 
Carolina: Thomas F. Gailor, of Ten- 
nessee, president of the national coun- 
cil of the church: Reginald N. Wel- 
ler. of Fond Du Lac, Wis and Wil- 
'iam T Manning. New Tork, a com- 
mittee of five of the highest bishops 
of the church in the country named 
to voice the attitude of the House of 
Bishops. 
The 
pronouncement was 


adopted unanimously amid prolong- 
ed applause. 


'"Objections to the doctrine of rhe 
virgin birth or the bodily resurrection 
of Our Lord, Jesus Christ, are not on- 
ly contrary to the Christian tradition 
but have been abundantly dealt with 
i>j- the besc scholarship of the day," 
It says. 
"Some test' of earnest and sincer- 


ity of discipleshlp for belief and for 
life, is reasonably required for ad- 
mission to the Christian, Society. Ac- 
cordingly, profession of the apostle 
creed, as a summary of Christian be- 
lief, stands and has stood from earlv 
days along with renunciation of evil 
and the promise 
of obedience 
to 


God's commandments as a condition 
of Baptism." 


A c'ergvrnan whether 
a deacon. 
priest etc.. is required to promise 
conformity to the doctrine, discipline 
and worship o* the church, it is re- 
affirmed.

IRONWOOD. Mich , Nov. 15. — On 


the arm of the attorney general of 
Michigan, the town of Hurley, "Wis- 
consin, notorious in its past, lias been 
ushered before the Supreme Court of 
the United States. 
Born to hotorietj in the days of the 
north 
country's 
"rum rebellion." 
Hurley, nevertheless, is desired by 
Michigan, with Wisconsin just as firm 
in fighting the attempt to remove the 
town from its jurisdiction. 
Hurley is one the small strip of 


land htat Michigan claims as its own, 
despite the fact that the land, sit- 
uated in Iron and Vilas counties, has 
been Wisconsin territory since 1836. 
Michigan's contention, as presented 
to the Supreme court in a bill of com- 
plaint, is that the boundary line be- 
tween Michigan and Wisconsin was 
established 
originally as 
"through 


the middle of the main channel of 
the Montreal river.'' Later it was 
discovered that the original surveys 
were 
incorrect; 
that 
the 
river 
branched. 
Michigan asserts that the 
correct 
boundary 
is in the 
west 


branch of the river; Wisconsin, the 
east branch. 
The 
territorial 
acquisition 
that 


•would result to Michigan, if this 
state's contentions are recognized by 
the high court, would be small, in- 
cluding besides the land in the two 
Wisconsin 
counties, several islands 


in the Menominee river and Wash- 
ington island in Green Bay. 
Valu- 


able deposits of iron and coal, how- 
ever, make the disputed terrain a 
tempting bone for the two common- 
wealths to wrangle over. 
Michigan's bill of complaint to the 
Supreme Court charges that Wiscon- 
sin has refused to settle amicably the 
boundary dispute. 
Wisconsin is re- 


quired to file an answer by January 
7th.The Michigan-Wisconsin dispute is 
of long standing. 
Michigan officials 


have explained the present court ac- 
tion is not as much directed to the 
extension of the territorial limit* as 
it is to the settlement forever, one 
way or another, of the boundary ar-
